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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: the bounded random walk as specified in claims 2, 7 and 1 1 . 
No new matter should be added. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 6-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It appears that applicant uses cut-and paste feature to put together the limitations 
for claims 6 -1 1 based on the limitation of claim 1 . There are numerous phrases in 
claims 6 -1 1 lack clear antecedent basis. For example, ""said plurality of microphones" 
in line 2 of claim 6. Applicant is advised to correct claims 6-1 1 to comply with 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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5. Claims 2-4, 7-9, and 11-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as 
to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The specification as originally filed fails to explain the limitation "bounded random 
walk" as specified in claims 2, 7 and 1 1 . Applicant discussed the function of the all-pass 
filter on p. 1 1 and the frequency response of the all-pass filter is shown in Fig. 3. 
However, none of the context implies the limitation of "bounded random walk" as 
specified in the claims. Therefore, the specification as originally filed fails to provide an 
enable disclosure. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Peters 
(US 4,063,034). 

Regarding claim 10, Peters discloses a multi-channel echo cancellation system 
(see abstract). As shown in Fig. 1, Peters 7 system includes means for coupling 
(between 28 and 29 and 31 , 32 and 33) and means for providing decorrelation by 
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providing different time varying filtering in each channel (39, 50, 51 , 52). The plural-tap 
delay device is read as the all-pass filter. 

Regarding claim 11, Peters shows the delay is bounded (col. 4, lines 58-64). 

Regarding claims 12 and 13, Peters discussed the delay (cols. 5 and 6). 

8. Claims 1, 5, 6 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Shimauchi et al (US 5,661 ,81 3). 

Regarding claims 1, 5, 6 and 10, Shimauchi et al (hereafter Shimauchi) disclose 
a multi-channel acoustic cancellation system comprising, In Fig. 1 1 , the filter means, 
means for coupling, means for subtracting (22s) and means for changing filter 
coefficients (see Fig. 1 for detail explanation) and means for providing decorrelation (24) 
(col. 16, line 34 to col. 17, line 25). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

10. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
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not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

11. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 



Regarding claim 2, although Shimauchi fails to explicitly show the bounded limit 
for the time varying parameter, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art that the time delay has a limited value. Without a limit, the filter would not operate in 
a realistic sense.
